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This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 8 1 , filed July 1 5, 2004, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the above-identified application and to re-mail the final Office action 
of January 15, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A final Office action was mailed January 15, 2004, setting a three-month shorten statutory period 
for response. 

Petitioner asserts that the final Office action mailed on January 15, 2004 was not received. To 
support this assertion, petitioner includes a copy of the docket records for the Law Firm of Oliff 
& Berridge, PLC listing all the responses in their office with a due date of July 15, 2004, had the 
January 15, 2004 final Office action been received it would have entered into the docket records 
showing a date stamped of January 15, 2004 and a due date of July 15, 2004.
